ABANDONED WIFE LOYAL. 


Spouse Victim of a Vampire, She 
Says, and Will Return When 
He Can; Other's. Hus- 

band Silent, 


A wife pledging faith in a husband gone 
with another woman, and avowing affection 
fer him in the face. of knowledge of his act; 
two abandoned homes where children play 
‘at the hearthsides, and a fly-by-night journey 
through Germany, in which a prominent Oak 
Park architect has as his companion the 
wife of a Chicago manufacturer—these are 
features which make an affinity tangle of 
character unparalleled even in the checkéred 


history of soul mating. 


Frank Lloyd Wright, whose fame as a de- 
signer of original conceptions in residence 
structures extends to foreign shores, left his 
Oak Park residence early in October, osten- 
sibly to publish a portfolio of plans in Ber- 
lin. He sailed from New York and later 
was heard from in the German capital. 

About the time of his departure Mrs. Edwin 
H. Cheney, wife of the president of the Wag- 
ner Electric Manufacturing company and the 
Fuel Engineering company of Chicago, with 
offices in the Marquette building, disappeared 
from the residence of a friend in Colorado 
with whom she had been spending the sum- 


mer. 
Mrs. Cheney with Wright. 

Efforts to establish the whereabouts of 
Mrs. Cheney, guided by circumstances which 
already had linked her name and that of Mr, 
Wright in gossip in Oak Park society, led to 
the discovery that she has been the compan- 
ion of the architect for a month in Germany 
and now probably is traveling with him en 
route to Ja 

In Berlin Wright ‘has had apartments at 
the Hotel Adlon, where he registered Frank 
Lloyd Wright and wife, Chicago.“ His busi- 
ness address in the German metropolis has 
been in care of Ernest Wasmuth & Co., 
architects, 85 Markgrafen strasse. At this 
address Wright has received mail from Chi- 
cago friends, and cablegrams and letters ad- 
dressed to Mre. Cheney by relatives here 
have been called for and received there by 
her. 

Neither Wright nor Mrs. Cheney, who posed 
as man and wife at the hotel and atthe Was- 
muth company offices, had any explanation 
to offer when Mrs. Cheney claimed letters 
and dispatches addressed to her in her own 
name. 

“Four days er gave up their apart- 
ments in the Hotel Adlon, left no address, 
but announced that they were going to Japan. 


Remarkable Conditions Disclosed. 

Investigation of the circumstances sur- 
rounding the elopement of Wright and Mrs. 
Cheney, which will occasion astonishment 
among acquaintances today and confirm a 
suspicion which has been strong in the minds 
of relatives and intimate friends, reveals 
conditions unusual in character. Here is a 
wife who poses as a co-warrior and defender 
with her husband in the struggle against the 
lure of another woman and a husband, who, 
suspecting the intrigue in which his wife was 
implicated, has denied its existence and 
sought by every means to win her back to 
the love now trampled upon and spurned. 

That Wright is the victim of a strange 
infatuation against which be has battled for 
years is the declaration of Mrs. Wright, 
now living in the seclusion of her Oak Park 
residence, surrounded by her six deserted 
children. 

With a faith in the abiding affection of 


her husband for her and an open assertion 


of her love for him, she expresses confidence 
that he will conquer an infatuation which 
has led him away, and she believes he will 
return to his wife and children. 


Mrs. Wright’s Faith Unshaken. 

„My heart is with himgnow,” she said to a 
reporter for THE TRIBUNE yesterday. “ He 
will come back as soon as he can. 
faith in Frank Wright that passeth under- 
standing, perhaps, but I know him as no one 
else knows him. In this instance he is as in- 
nocent of real wrongdoing as I am.” 

Mrs. Wright was reluctant to admit that 
her husband was in the company of Mrs. 
Cheney, though not denying that their rela- 
tions for several years past in Oak Park had

been such as to occasion trouble in the 


Wright household which almost led to sepa- 
ration. 

Expressions of continued affection, pledges 
to endure whatever the future might have in 
store for the sake of children and husband as 
well, followed the perusal of cablegrams 
which established the fact that Wright and 
Mrs. Cheney were together. 

Discovery of the hotel register signature 
led to an inquiry by THES TRIBUNE at the of- 
fices of Wright's business connections in Ber- 
lin.

Gets Mail in Wright’s Care. 

They called for mail from America and the 
pseudo Mrs. Wright accepted letters and 
messages addressed in care of Wasmuth to 
M. B. Cheney. Neither offered any explana- 
tion, though clerks in the German architec- 
tural establishment hesitated at turning over 
the mail to Wright's companion. 

After Wright and the woman left Berlin, 
announcing that they were going to Japan 
others letters reached the Wasmuth offices 
addressed to M. B. Cheney, and these were 
followed by a cablegram four days ago to 
the Waemuth company signed by E. H. 
Cheney and inquiring if the letters and mes- 
sages sent previously had been delivered. 
This message read: : 

„Have letters and cablegrams sent in your 
care been delivered to M, B. Cheney? 

The architectural firm sent the following 
cable in reply: 

„% Partially, holding remainder.” 


Cablegram Not Delivered.

Rise to Protect Rights. . 

In Chicago, both the producers and the con- 
sumers have risen do protect what they re- 
gard as their rights. The farmers, who sup- 
ply the milk, have found themselves tricked 
by agreements which give them no benefit 
from the higher price. Meantime that price 
has been made on the assertion by the trust 
of an increased cost of production. 

The consumers’ side became an immediate 
object of interest to State’s Attorney Way- 
man. 

“If the grand jury takes action.“ said Mr. 
Wayman, I will demand immediate trial. 
When the milk concerns were indicted two 
years ago the cases dragged along for 
months, Corporation lawyers were given a 
chance to pick flaws in the indict t, and 
when the cases finally came on for trial the 
hearing was farcical.’’

After the bottling com- 
panies had refused to grant our demand for 
an average winter price of $1.86% per 100 
pounds and had arbitrarily fixed the average 
price at $1.66% per 100 pounds, and we had 
refused to sign contracts at that price, agents 
of the bottling companies were sent to the 
milk producers. with instructions te tel) them 
that there positively would be no increase in 
the retail price of mik in Chicago this winter 

The agents of the bottlers made the argu- 
ment that with milk at 7 cents a quart the 
dealers could not afford to pay more than 
51.66% a hundred pounds. The producers 
recog..ized the merit of this argument and, 
believing in the promise of the dealers that 
they would not increase the retail price of 
mhk, they signed the contracts which were 
meant to bind them to a $1.66% rate for six 
| months from Oct. 1. 


“ Trickery Discovered Too Late.” 

“The trickery of the bottling companies 
was not discovered until after vo per cent 
of the producers had signed the contracts. 
Then, in the belief that they had the farmers 
in their power, the dealers ignored every 
promise they had made and raised the retail 
price of milk to 8 cents. 

Many of the farmers believe tnat they 
are fully justified in breaking contracts and 
it is not improbable that there will be a 
general disregard of the contracts.“ 

“There ig no question,” continued Mr. 
Grier, “that the bottling companies have 
secured the lion’s share of the 1 cent increase 
in the price by hoodwinking the farmers into 
signing ruinous contracts. 

„It ig not the contention of the milk pro- 
ducers that 8 cents is too much for a quart 
of milk. We believe that both producer and 
dealer cannot make a fair profit with milk 
selling below 8 cents. There should be, how- 
ever, at least an equal division of the 1 cent 
increase between the producer and dealer. 


Makes No More than Wages. 

During the last two years the dairy 
farmer has been making no more than wages 
out of his milk production, and the one-third 
of a cent increase that the dealers have left 
for him this winter will not help him much. 
What the farmer demands is a reasonable 
return on his investment, and he is not get- 
ting it. 

It any proof were needed to show that the 
Illinois dairy farmer is pot getting a square 
deal from the bottling companies, it is sup- 
plied by a comparison of the winter prices 
paid by the Borden company hereand in New 
York. 

“On Oct. 1 the Borden company fixed the 
winter price to N York farmers at $1.96% 
and on the same day the same company fixed 
the winter price to Illinois farmers at $1.6654. 
On that day also the Bordens raised the retail 
price of milk in New York City to 9 cents a 
quart, and in Chicago to 8 cents a quart. It 
may be seen at a glance that the Bordens pay 
the New York farmer 80 cents a hundred 
pounds more for milk than they pay in Ul- 
nois.”’ 


PROBLEM IN NEW YORK. 

New York, Nov. 6—([Special.j—ine large 
milk dealers who supply the consumer and 
buy from the farmer have enunciated the 
arbitrary Proposition that cheap mim for 
New York is a thing of the past.”’ 

The recent increase in the price of milk 
to the consumer from 8 to ¥ cents per quart 
bottle, with the threat that the price short- 
ly will be raised to 10 cents, is due solely 
to the determination of the directors and 
officers of the big milk companies to resume 
the payment of large divigends to their stock- 
holders.

“NO POLITICS” IS HIS HOPE. 


Senator Neleon W. Aldrich celebrated his 
sixty-eighth birthday yesterday by dining 
with the Commercial club of Chicago at the | 
Congress hotel. 

It was also an anniversary occasion for the | 
Commercial club, since it was just fifteen 
years ago that the organization passed reso- 
lutions asking congress to appoint a commis- 
sion of neutral political complexion to study 
the monetary and currency systems of the 
country, with a view to suggesting reforms. , 

It was natural, therefore, that Senator 
Aldrich should have been pleased to pt 
his unassailable position as sole speaker 
upon the post-prandial program, to make a 
monetary speech, and to tell the leading 
bankers and merchants of the west, for the 
first time in outline at least. what has, already 
been accomplished by the national monetary 
commission, of which he is chairman. 

He promised among other things that in the 
forthcoming volumes to be published by the 
com mittee the ballkers ot this country would 
have at their command the only complete 
history of the banking and monetary rystems 
of the chief clyilized countries of the world 
that ever has been printed in the English 
language. 

Statesmen and Financiers. 

Besides Senator Aldrich the Commercial 
club entertained a large company of men of 
national reputation as statesmen or finan- 
ciers. At the speakers’ table, ranged on either 
side of President Theodore W. Robinson, 
were seated: Arthur B. Shelton, secretary of 
the national monetary commission, and for- 
mer Senator Teller of Colorado, also a mem- 
ber of the commission. The following mem- | 
bers of the currency commision of the Na- 
tional Bankers’ association were also there: 
Festus J. Wade and Charles H. Huttig, St 
Louis; John Perrin, Indianapolis; Luther 
Drake, Omaha; Myron T. Herrick, Cleve- 
land; Sol Wexler, New Orleans; John A. Mo- 
Cord, Atlanta; John L. Hamilton, Hoopeston, 
Til. :

No Definite Plan in Sight. 

Perhaps the big surprise of a notable ad- 
dress was the declaration of t+- node Island 
senator that the monetary commission has no 
plan in sight and will have none to report to 
the next session of congress, but he promised 
a definite, concise, and nonsectional plan of 
currency reform, devoid of po. al angles, 
by December, 1911. 

He pleaded for the abolition of sectional] 
lines in the discussion of governmental finan- 
clal problems, and hailed the moment when 
the nation’s finances would cease to be polit- 
ical issues. He asserted that the panic of 
1907 was entirely unnecessary and unwar- 
ranted by natural conditions. 

To Chicago men of business and finance he 
begged for their best advice and suggestions 
to the commission. 

It is absolutely necessary to clearly estab. 
lish the fact that any form of organization 
which may be created should serve alike the 
whole country every section, and that it 
could not possibly be used to the upbuiiding 
of one locality in preference to another,” de- 
clared the senator, amidst cheering. 

Succinctly stated, Senator Aldrich’s ad- 
dress did not offer a tangible suggestion of 
what the monetary commission will pro- 

It was a plea for a codrdination of activity’ 
and suggestion from all parts of the nation 
in framing @ practical financial system tor 
the country. 

Senator's Address on Finance. 

The senator spoke as follows: 

It is my purpose tonight to call the atten- 
tion of the bankers and business men of Chi- 
cago to some of the more salient features of 
the work of the national monetary commis-. 
sion. 

The questions committed to it are so vast 
and involve so many collateral issues that 
my statement must necessarily be fragmen- 
tary and incomplete. The importance of the 
task of find legislative remedies for the 
defects and weaknesses of our currency and 
monetary systems cannot be overestimated. 

“The industrial and commercial develop- 
ment of the country, the healthy growth of 
its banking facilities, in fact, the continued 
march of national progress and prosperity 
which all hope for, will be either greatly ac- 
celerated or retarded by the wisdom or un- 
wisdom of the action which may be taken 
looking to a solution of the problema sub- 
mitted to the commission.

Letter from Mrs. Eddy. Was Changed 
ö tor Gain, He Alleges.

New York, Nov. 6.—[Special.J—Virgil 0. 
Sirickler, first reader of the First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, Who represents the mother 
church in the Christian Science war now be- 
ing waged around the teachings and practices 
of Mrs. Augusta E. Stetson, consented for 
the ‘first time today to give his side of the 
controversy. After recognizing the services 
rendered to the Church of Christ by Mrs. 
Stetson in the past and expressing the hope 
that she will abandon her errors and return 
to the truth, as laid down by the mother 
church, he said: ; 

“The matters involved in this controversy 
have been discussed in Christian Science 
circles for a long time, The directors of the 
mother church in Boston felt obliged to take 
notice of these rumors and of information 
that kept coming to them in respect to the 
teachings and practice of Christian Science 
by Mrs. Stetson, and on or about the 26th 
of July last, Mrs. Stetson was brought to trial 
upon specific ¢harges before the board of 
directors. 

Mrs. Stetson went to Boston and gave 
her testimony, which was of such nature that 
no other course appeared open to the diree- 
tors except to declare Mrs, Stetson’s teach- 
ings and practice contrary to the church of 
Christ, but I- begged the directors of the 
mother church not to force the matter to an 
issue. I wanted them to give her another 
show, and they did so. Every conceivable 
‘opportunity was afforded Mrs. Stetson to 
abandon her errors and heed the admonition 
of the board of directors, but shé failed to do 
so, and on the 2Ist of September the directore 
of the mother church instituted an inquiry 
which resulted in her license as teacher and 
practitioner of Christian Science being re- 
voked. 

_ Accuses Her of Deception. 

„Not only has Mrs. Stetson failed to heed 
the admonitions she has received, but she 
actually stooped to deception in order to 
make it appear that Mrs. Eddy countenanced 
her actions. Mrs. Eddy herself wrote a 
letter to Mrs. Stetson July 28 urging and 
adyising her to change hér course with re- 
spect to certain matters, and telling her to 
have her students help her to do so. 

Instead of heeding Mrs. Eddy’s advice, 
Mrs. Stetson actually eliminated from Mrs. 
Eddy’s letter everything except the words, 
‘ Have your students help you,’ and substitut- 
ed certain sentences from Mrs. Eddy’s books 
and read this substituted composition to the 
practitioners as a genuine letter from Mrs. 
Eddy and as a justification of her continu- 
ing to hold meetings’ with a group of prac- 
titioners, against which conduct she had been 
admonished. 

“Some of the most remarkable evidence 
was given by Mrs. Kate Y. Remer, who testi- 
fied jn Boston relative to audible treat- 
ments given by Mrs. Stetson at secret prac- 
titloners' meetings. 

Audible treatment is a Christian Science 
euphemism for the casting of spelis,. and 
means hypnotic suggestion at a distance, 
which dark practice, it is alleged, was em- 


struction of her enemies.

LONDON, Nov. 6.—A number of American 
women, who either reside permanently in 
London or who are accustomed to pass a part 
ot ther time here, have been foolishly con- 
tributing funds to the exchequer of a no- 
torlous individual whose career has been 
built upon the weaknesses of the fair sex. 

There is published in London a weekly 
sheet which bears an American name and 
which prints a certain amount of notes con- 
cérning the American colonies in Europe 
and the transatlantic visitors to this side. 

This paper was at one period printed in 
Paris and originally was respectable and 
unobjectionable, if not an illuminating com- 
pendium of personal] intelligence and clip- 
pings from American and European news- 
papers. It circulated to a fair extent in both 
England and on the continent, and was to be 
found in the reading rooms of most hoteles 
patronized by American travelers. 


Control Passes to Fortune Teller, 

Eventually, however, it come into the hands 
of a man who had amassed what is generally 
supposed to be a fortune by the arts and 
devices of a fortune teller and who, in fact, 
was at one time in the first rank of the sooth- 
sayers. 

The new proprietor had other experiences 
behind him. The Chicago police records show 
traces of his activity and not long ago he got 
into trouble in France over certain dealings 
in stocks on behalf of two American women 
whom he had induced to piace their securities 
in his hands and who claimed that they oould 
not obtain restitution. 

Whatever his righte or wrongs in the case,

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‘TO HAVE A PARLIAMENT. 


New Constitutional Program Ar- 
anged by Rulers Means Open- 
ing of New Epoch. 


S FRANK G. CARPENTER. 
‘[Copyright: 1909: by Frank G. Carpenter.] 
PEKING, Oct: 12.—Wonder of wonders! 

The despotic empire of China is to become a 
constitutional monarchy. It is to have a na- 
tional parliament and provincial assemblies 
Ats people are to make their own laws and 
to learn to govern themselves. 

The edicts to this effect were sent forth 
more than a year ago by the great empress 
dowager. Before that Y¥ Shih Kal was 
brought to Peking to aid the movement, 
and Tuan Fang and other eminent Chinese 
officals were sent to Furope to study modern 
methods of government and to prepare an up 
to date scheme for China. 

In August, 1908, upon the basis of their 
report, an edict was published outlining the 
plan by which China might have a new con- 
stitution and a national parliament eight 
years from now. 


Preparing for Self-Government. 

Since then the Chinese have been studying 
parliamentary law and preparing themseives 
for self-government. They have organized 
debating societiés in every part of the em- 
pire, and they are now discussing the chief 
features of western civilization. Many ofthe 
governors have established schools for this 
purpoge and are educating their subjects 
along constituttonal lines. 

The viceroy of Nanking, who rules about 
100,000,000 on the lower Yangste-kiang, has 
appointed lecturers, who are giving nightly 
talks on modern constitutional government, 
and many of the cities of his dominion have 
assemblies where the people come together 
every week to discuss what they shali do 
when allowed to vote. 

The same movement is going on here in 
north China. Tientsin has its constitutional 
debating societies. It has organized munic- 
ipal,councils, and the city fathers are attend- 
ing hight schools. Tne same is true of Han- 
kow and other places farther west, as well 
as of Canton and the other big centers of 
the south. Indeed, this whole nation isin the 
throes of an intellectual and social revolu- 
tion, and that mighty body politic which 
‘we know as the celestial kingdom, is re- 
juvereting its soul. 


Breaks Record of Revolutions. 

But let me tell you about this constitutional 
movement. There is nothing like it in his- 
tory. The rulers of one-fourth of the world 
suddenly resolve to give up their power and 
allow their subjects to govern themselves. 
They lay out the scheme in cold blood and 
inaugurate it without a revolution. 

It is not a spasmodic effort, but a progres- 
sive movement which will take almost a 
cecade. It is to be started at once in every 
part of the empire, and is so systematically 
planned that it will fit these 400 almond eyed 
millions to make their own laws and to prac- 
tically contro] their own government. 

The story af the movement is interesting. 
It began curing the war with Japan. when 
the giant of modern progress, in the person 
of the mikado, drew back his mailed fist and 
swatted the sleeping nation in the eye. It 
grew as the European powers stole piece 
after piece of Chinese propertly along the 
sea coast. and it was already strong when 
the boxers rose in rebellicn, and the armies 
of the west caused the flight of the empress 
dowager from Peking. 

The humiliation of China in being forced 
to kotow to Germany, for the killing of 
Baron Kettcler was a strong push toward Its 
modernization. The victory of the Japanese 
over the Russians was another. and now the 
common people, the gentry, and the officials 
are awake to the need of a change. The 
yellow giantess is sleeping no longer. She 
has pulled her dry bones together and has 
sprung from her couch with her almond 
eyes open. She is thoroughly aroused, and. 
with her great soul—for great the soul of 
China really is—she is casting about to find 
“where she is at and how she shall take 
her mighty part in the work of the world. 


Planning the Constitution. 

The plan for the reorganization of China 
was discussed in connection with Li Hung 
Chang before his death. It was finally laid 
out by the great dowager, assisted by Yuan 
Shih Kai, Chang Chi Tung. and other lead- 
ing Offials. Wu Ting-fang, the Chinese 
minist-r at Washington, had to do with it, 
and nearly every governor and viceroy sent 
in suggestions advice in the form of 
memorials. \ 

The pia«s brought back by Tuan Fang and 
his associates from Europe were thorough- 
ly studied, and a scheme of local, provincial, 
and national government was laid out. This 
was first put forth in the edicts of the em- 
press dowager in August, 1908, and the peo- 
ple at once began to put them into action. 
The work was proceeding in every province 
at the time of the death of the great dow- 
ager and emperor last November, and one 
of the first proclamations of the new admin- 
istration was that these constitutional re- 
forms should be stil] carried on. The prince 
regent has 1 himself in favor of 
them, and is most active in their support. 


; 
Program of Nine Years. 

The program now in force extends over 
nine years. The first year is devoted to the 
preparation of the people for the provincia] 
assemblies by the viceroys and governors, 
including the opening of schools for the 
studying of self-government in the cities, 
market towns, and villages. 

During the second year members are to be 
elected to the provincial assemblies, and in 
the third they are to be organized and in 
working order. 

By the fourth year there will be a new code 
of laws and new courts, and in the fifth a new 
system ‘of taxation will be enforced. 

The sixth year continues the preparation of 
the people for the national parliament, and 
during. the seventh the reorganization of the 
government revenues and expenditures will 
be taken up. 

The year following the officials will begin 
to consider the imperial household expenses; 
they will establish a judicial bureau and wil! 
begin to issue certificates. _ 

In the ninth year the imperial constitu- 
tion will be finally enforced and the imperial 
parliament will be in session here at Peking. 

This is the bare outline of but a few of the 
principal provisions. The scheme is elabo- 
rate, and it provides for a thorough reorgani- 
gation along modern lines. There is one 
great branch devoted to the reforming of the 
courts, and this includes the establishment 
of a law school in every great city and at al 
the provincial capitals. 


Compulsory Zducation Is Planned. 

Another branch is devoted to the creating 
of a modern army, the steps of growth going 
on from year to year, and a third deals with 
educstion and the gradual organization of a 
system of schools which will make it compul- 


sorry. ag : 

By 1918, those who have investigated the 
matter say, one in every hundred should be 
able to read, and during the following year, 
i the school scheme is carried out, one in 
every fifty should be able to both read and 
write, while at the close of the nine years; 
when the first members of parliament are 
elected, the proportion of literacy should be 
about one to twenty.

| GERMANS STAY AT HOME. | 


Government Pleased with Fall- 
ing Off in Number of Emi- 
| grants in Lear.

LONDON, Oct. 26.—Twenty men 
North Lancashire regiment have just undeq- 
gone a test for two weeks to prove the sus- 
taining power of limited rations. The men 
have marched for a fortnight on Salisbury | 
plain under service conditions, carrying 
rifle and bayonet with 160 rounds of ammuni- 
tion. They have covered between 160 and 
170 miles of hard marching, mostly in bad 
weather, sleeping under canvas, end coon 
their own meals. 

No special selection of men was made, as 
the purpose of the test was to ascertain the 
effect of a strict and limited diet on an av- 
erage batch of soldiers varying in height, 
weight, and chest measurement. For the 
first week canned rations alone were issued. 
Some of the men put on weight, others lost 
flesh. In every case the effect of canned ra- 
tions on the capacity for marching was bad, 
leaving the men without energy or the desire 
to do. more than endure existence. 

During the second week the ordinary 
service rations were issued, consisting of 
one and one-fourth pounds fresh meat, or 
one pound nominal preserved meat, or one 
poung salt meat; one and one-fourth pounds 
bread, or one pound biscuit, or one pound 
flour, five-eighths ounce tea; one-thirty-sixth 
ounce pepper; one-fourth pound jam; two 
ounces sugar: one-half ounce salt; one-half 
pound fresh or four ounces preserved veg- 
etables. On this the men marched from four- 
teen to twenty mies a day, and began again 
to enjoy life, and gave evidence of return- 
ing energy by playing football and hockey 
after the march. 


Feel Loss of Cigarets, 

Beer, spirits, and cigarets were withheld 
during the first week, but for the second week 
two ounces of tobacco was issued to each 
smoker. It was noted that, as usual, in the 
absence of fresh vegetables, the men devel- 
oped a craving for sugar and jam. The loss 
of alcohol was not felt so keenly as the loss 
of cigarets by those who were in the habit 
of using them. 

Daily, before and after the march, meas- 
urements and tests were taken for pulse, 
blood, and pressure, and general condition, 
the men being questioned as to how they felt 
generally. The conclusion arrived at is that 
the rations are on the Nght side, but there 
is no doubt as to the splendid condition of 
the men. 

The canned ration weighed seven and one- 
half ounces, divided in three small tins. The 
_breakfast tin consists a mixture of caked 
egg. fish, and bread; dinner, caked meat, 
egg, fish, oatmeal, and fat; supper, caked 
cheese, egg. and meat. In addition to this a 
small amount of biscuit was served. 

At the end of two weeks the average loss 
in weight a man was five pounds, and the 
average loss in chest measurement one Inch. 
None fell out except one man, who was sick 
after eating some nightshade berries, and 
was carried for half of one day’s march. 


Fewer Persons Leave Germany. 

Theré is rejoicing in Germany over the 
fact that, according to recent statistics, less 
than 20,000 emigrants left the country last 
year. In the 808 the number of emigrants 
to the United States alone was over rather 
than under a quarter of a million. 

The rejoicing is well founded, since it is 
evident that Germany is now so strong eco- 
nomically that it can support not only the 
annual growth of population but also give 
employment to thousands it formerly sent 
abroad. The character of the emigration, as 
well as its numerical amount, has changed, 
as the statistics make plain. 

Time was when the word emigrant was 
associated with notions of poverty and 
wretchedness. Recent investigations in one 
parish of Berlin show that of 1,470 persone 
who emigrated during the quarter ended 
last September only one-third could be called 
poor, while the other two-thirds were some 
of them well provided with means and not 
a few even rich. A score had more than 
$10,000 each, another score dodble that 
amount, a dozen over $30,000, ten over $50,000. 
four over $60,000, and six over $100,000. 


Stores to Supply Bridemaids. 

The latest enterprise of a department store 
in Lendon is to provide bridemaids. They 
are not kept as a special department, said 
the manager. 

We are only asked for them two or three 
times a year. When an order comes we send 
one of our young women clerks or some other 
feminine employé. We charge $5.25 a bride- 
maid if the parents of the bride provide outfit 
and carriage. It, as generally happens, it 
ig a runaway marriage and the bride has 
felt the need of some woman to stand by 
her at the last moment we charge for all 
expenses, Such as carriage and any additions 
to costume that are necessary.“ 

When asked the reason for tne existence of 
the professional bridemaid the manager raid: 
It is partly due to the superstition that 
to be a bridemaid three times is unlucky. 
Some brides cannot secure among their 
friends a girl who has not served twice be- 
fore in this capacity. They want a con- 
ventional wedding, so they se for a bride- 
maid who will be a good looking. well man- 
nered girl, sure to be dressed tastefully and 
able to do all that is required of her grace- 


fully.”

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Just a Few Words on a 
Variety of Theatrical Subjects. 


By Hammond. 


Any doubt concerning whether or not Madame X.“ is a good play is now set 
at rest. It is a good play. Eminent jurists expert in the adjudication of questions, 
dess esthetic perhaps, upon the bench of Chicago and Cook county have so decreed 
it, and it is to be présumed that gentlemen endowed as they must be with the judi- 
cial temperament would not render a verdict if they thought there was a chances 
of being overruled. Their opinions were asked by Manager Kingsbury of the Chi- 
cago opera house, who, charging them by the law whereof they are well deserviig 
pillars to proceed to judgment, compiles their decisions in an illuminated and 
illuminating brochure and gives them to the world. Judge Richard S. Tuthill of the 
Circuit court finds that the play is well written and acted in every part. He says 
that “every thoughtful and good man and woman must say that the wisdom as 
well as the divine goodness of Jesus Christ is shown by his treatment of this erring 
creature.” Until the judge pointed it out otherwise we had suspected that an 
erring creature who becomes the toy of a cheap adventurer, an ether fiend, a mur- 
deréss, an outcast, and who dies wretchedly during a trial for her life, is an exam- 
pie of divine wrath rather than of divine goodness; but, as Mr. Kingsbury quotes 
with admirable courtesy, that Judge Tuthill’s “ judgment like the heavenly moon doth 
show, tempering the mighty sea below,“ we bow to his superior wisdom and quali- 
fications. 

Judge Ben M. Smith of the Superior court announces that he enjoyed the per- 
formance of “Madame X.“ and that he desires to be quoted as saying that it is 
a strong play splendidly presented. Judge Mack from the Appellate bench hands 
down the opinion that the performance was indeed a thrilling ohe, and though he 
overlooked the ethical values discovered by Judge Tuthill, he says that the court 
scene is a true picture of the Sessions in France, which he has attended. Judge 
Cutting of the Probate court found two features which greatly impressed him. The 
frst was the minimum of objectionable suggestiveness, and the second the contrast 
shown between courts conducted under the civil and the common law. We find the 
explanation of the play’s popularity in neither of these features. Judge Freeman K. 
Blake of the Municipal court declares the play to be well worth while and vivid, 
and adds that “it is seldom one sees a performance in which all the parts are so 
well supported.” Judge John W. Houston of the same tribunal gives a verdict 
that he and his wife attended the play and have nothing but praise for it. So the 
dramatic critics are reversed, and it is decided without a dissenting opinion that 
“Madame X.“ is an ornament to the stage. Manager Kingsbury, however, makes 
rather a dubious choice of his prefatory quotation. Thus: 

“ Justice, when equal scales she holds, is blind!”

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A Timid Plea a the Managers. 


The aldermen and others have under discussion a measure calculated to increase 
the sum of money paid by the theaters each year for permission to operate. This 
measure, no doubt, is a just one, though the managers complain that their license 
fees are heavier now than they are elsewhere, and that the theaters are given less 
Service by the municipal officers. About this we have no knowledge and are nut 
much concerned. But we do deplore as somewhat unfair the hostile attitude and 
manner of the council whenever it has under consideration legislation regarding the 
theaters. The instit@tion seems to be regarded as an intruder, and official discussion 
of it is usually accompanied by sneers and unfriendsly criticism, ‘This should not be 
the case. Many theatrical managers are estimable citizens, and their business 
decupies a most important place in the municipal organism. Though the theaters, 
Perhaps, have not justified their existence this season to the dramatic critics, they 
seem to be fulfilling the demands of the public. What other institution, save the 
barks, is there, we ask the aldermen, which contributes so much to the general joy of 
living in Chicago? What else, besides business, brings so many visitors to the city 
10 throng the shops and hotels? Certainly not the clear air, the smooth streets, 
the comfortable transportation. Between the Art institute and the stockyanis 
there is only the Montgomery Ward tower and the Thomas orchestra, and the ap- 
peal of all these is limited. And so we say that even if it isn’t possible to be grateful 
to the theaters for the amusement they sometimes afford us and our visitors, or 
for their commercial value, let us try to treat them and their managers less like 
dariahs. Let us increase their license, if we will, but let us do it gently. We 
need their leavening influence, and if we must kick them downstairs let us dissempie 
4 bit in the proceeding. ae

$75,000 Mere Bagatelle to Some 
of the Coast Promoters. 


COFFROTH IS “LYING LOW.” 


Frisco Man Stands Good Chance for 
Johnson-Jeftries Scrap. 


It is not improbable when Jack Johnson, 
heavyweight champion of the world, and 
James J. Jeffries enter the ring on the after 
noon of July 4 or 5 next that they will battle 


for a purse of $100,000. This great purse, 


the largest ever fought-for by any two fight 
ers since the origin of the game, is simply 
the result of the matching of men who prom 
ise to put up the greatest contest in the an 
nals of modern pugilism. 

A purse of 5100, 000 is colossal, and when it 
is figured that it is to be split only two ways 
it will mot be wondered that the fans will 
open wide their eyes. This amount, it must 
be understood, has r.ot been offered to get 
Jack and Jim into the arena of any promoter, 
but all indications point in that direction. 
Several promoters already have announced 
that they will give $75,000 for the attraction, 
and one has even gone 80 far.as to state that 
he is prepared to bid $80,000 ff $75,000 Is not 
enough. That is only $20,000 shy of the 
$100,000, and the way.the promoters are 
talking in big figures these days certainly 
removes all doubt as to what may be ex- 
pected in the way of bids. 

One thing at this time seems more tuan 
certain, and that is that the battle for the 
championship will take. place on California 
soll. The Califorrifans have started a bid- 
ding war which promises to be the hottest 
imaginable. Jack Gleason of San Francisco 
is now in New York, and will remain there 
until Dec. 1, the date on which bids for the 
match are to close. Gleascn, who besides 
being a promote? of fistic attractions 18 
owner of the San Francisco club of the Pa- 
cific Coast baseball league, started the ball 
rolling by offering to give $75,000 for the: 
fight. Gleason is known to have plenty of 
backing behind him, in fact, it is said that 
Sid Hester, another Frisco promoter, is 
playing the role of partner. 


Hester Wants to Fight. 


Hester who presidés over the Miesion street 
arena also bas a bid In, his offer being &75 . 
But it is Gleason who has come forth with 
the statement that he will bid $80,000 if neces- 
sary. Then there are a couple of other 
native son“ promoters who are game to the 
finish and usually geet what they want when 
they go after it. These are James Coffroth 
of San Francisco and Uncle Tom "' McCarey 
of the Pacific Athletic club of Los Angeles. 

Coffroth, who is just about as astute as they 
make them. is in the east right now. but is 
“laying low.“ He is not saying what he 
will give, but is letting the others do the 
talking. Now Croffroth is known to he 
“sweet ’’ on this big fight and just at pres- 
ent he wants it more than he wants any- 
thing else. This is not saying that he will or 
Will not get it, but ff Promoter Jimmy does 
not land it there will be many surprised peo- 
ple in this country  Croffroth evidently ts 
waiting for the others to set the.“ price, 
then he may come in and clinch the thing. for 
he knows that Johnson and Jeffries would 
like to fight before his club. 

Then. too, there are other promoters to be 
heard from. The Miller brothers of Bliss. 
Okla., still stick to the idea they can pull off 
the fight in that state and say they will give 
$75,000.

“Basy Money“ for Jeff. 


The “easy money is continuing to flow 
into the coffers of Jeffries, and Johnson. also 
will reap considerable benefit now that they 
have signed up for the fight. Jeffries has 
signed a contract with theatrical promoters 
for a seven weeks’ tour of all the large cities 
in the country and he will apperr but one 
night in each. According to his contract, 
Jeff. is to box six rounds at each perform- 
ance with his manager and trainer, Sam 
Berger, end it also is probable he may meet 
some outsiders if he finds his condition war- 
rants. 


Unless all rigns fall the tour should prove 


a huge financial success, as it is the scheme 
of the’ promoters to give the performances 
in each city in the largest balls they can 
secure. An effort is being made to secure 
convention balls in the eastern cities, and it

The truth of this statement was experienced 
by Goethe himself. He, too, was a party 
to such a controversy of the priority of 
invention, @ party not only to the controversy 
over the invention but to details in which 
the invention was accomplished. 

In the year 1790 Goethe in promenading 
the streets of Venice stumbled upon the 
skull of a sheep, which was split in two. 
After a brief observation the thought flashed 
through his mind that this skul) in its pres- 
ent shape had been built up, so to speak, 
after many changes of the crown in the 
past. Goethe did not publish this observa- 
tion of his. ‘Sixteen years later Oken sim!- 
larly .was strolling over a secluded path in 
the Hart region, and he stumbled upon the 
skull of a deer.. The same thought came to 
him. He published it. Goethe at once tried 
to establish his priority to the discovery and 
bitter words followed between Oken and 


-Himself, 


The public stood there in the position of a 
doubting Thomas. The similarity of the 
discovery, the similarity of the circum- 
stances, and the way the discovery was 
made were striking. But how could it be 
proved? Goethe's priority, however, was 
proven. It was established through his 
correspondence of the year 1790, where this 
discovery, together with the incidents char- 
acterizing it, were poner eet: 


Maty Examples in Astronomy. 

Astronomy, however, is the fieid...where 
duplicity of discovery is most common. In 
one year, between 1610 and 1611, three as- 
tronomers—Fabrizius. Scheiner, and Galilei 
Working independently of each other, dis- 
covered the first sun spots. The first one 
did not make public his discovery because 
he wanted to have time for further observa- 
tion. The second one also kept his dis- 
covery a secret because he was not sure he 
was right, since nothing was said in Aris- 
totle about sun spots—and Aristotle was

the two, however, finally made public their 
discovery a fierce struggie for priority arose 
between them. 

The most notable example of duplicity of 
discovery in recent times is that of Darwin 
and Wallace. Darwin had established a

To 
hand over to a son a fortune that smells, a reputation that will burst a tin can, and a course 
in the theory-of morals that would do credit to a missionary apprentice is, after all, a doubt- 
ful heritage. All the ethical theories, all the disinfected doctrine and moral dope that can 
be handed to a son are a lame support compared with the power of an honest life that will 
stand all the daylight out of doors.
